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Carter told her to get her Braille 
slate and her handkerchief. She 
did both without the least hesita- 
tion. 

While we were talking, Miss 
Carter spelled in Knglish into Fuug- 
Ving's hand that she was to go out 
and pick some flowers for the guest. 
This she did, carefully finding the 
flowers from the leaves. When she 
had picked a large bunch she 
brought them into the house, pre- 
sented them to me, and then took 
my hands and put the palms toge- 
ther This is a Chinese greeting or 
thank you ; she wished to show me 
how to do it. 

"A few moments after this, she 
discovered that she had lost her hair- 
ribbon among the flowers, and this 
worried her very much. She wrote 
in Braille upon her slate : ' Lost my 
tring among the flowers.' She 
ie nervous over the loss, and 
some one was sent to find the ribbon. 
When her photograph was taken, 
Miss Carter put two combs in Fuug- 
Vnig's hair, much to her satisfaction. 
But later she carefully returned the 
combs, as she knew they had been 
lent to her. 

' Then followed the most wonder- 
ful demonstration of all. Miss Car- 
ter is commencing to teach her to 
apeak by the Bell Visible Speech 
Symbols. Of course, she must 
learn these, not in the usual way, 
but by placing her fingers upon Miss 
Carter's tongue, lips, and throat, 
then putting her fingers upon her 
own tongue, and emitting the 
sound according to the position of 
the tongue. She first made the T 
sound with the lips, then the 't' and 
'k' sounds with the tougue. As a 
fitting climax, Mi er touched 

il's hair, and she spoke dis- 
tinctly the Chinese word 'fa' which 
means hair. For this effort I put 
my arms about her, and she respond- 
ed with keen pleasure to the endear- 
ment. 

"The blind and deaf girl has been 
won and taught by love, to which at 
he was quite unresponsive. 
She now finds a joy in life; she has 
a means of intercourse with the 
other girls, and she takes au interest 
in wb hi in the school. Her 

st delight is to be with Miss 
Carter and her slate, and her con- 
stant prayer is, 'Teach me.' The 
result is all the more marvelous 
when one considers the age of the 
girl before she received any traiu- 
ver, and the fact of her an- 
"ts, — generations of poor, un- 
eduoal pie." 

The difficulties which Miss Carter 
has surmounted cau hardly be realiz- 
ed here in the Western world. First, 
"It was necessary that she learn 
hinese language by the Bell 
\ 'isible Speech Symbols. Thi 
had to become familiar with the 
Chinese way of doing thiny. 
ordei that she might not give offense 
to the Chinese people, who are in- 
clined, not without ground, to be 
very sus* t the foreigner. 

All the difficulties have been met and 
conquered and she now sees before 
her, as a result of two years work, 
the awakening of a soul whose body 
v ways.

Lead-Pencils. 

The first lead pencil was made in 
England almost lwo hundred and 
fifty years ago. As a matter of fact, 
it was not a lead-pencil at all, but a 
graphite pencil, like those we use 
to-day, but which we still peisist in 
calling lead-pencils. Graphite wat 
discovered in England during the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, and hard- 
ly were the mines in operation than 
the idea > f making peueils was con- 
ceived. 

As graphite so greatly resembles 
galena, the German name foi which 
was bh'iylanz, it was given the name 
of Wet, or lead. In tbe early days 
of lead-pencil-makiutf the graphite 
was sawed into thin sheets and cut 
into strips smaller and smaller until 
they were of a size to be covered 
with light wooden slips, and thus 
sei ve as pencils 

The first pencils created much 
excitement. The graphite mines of 
England were considered of incsti 
mable value and were protected by 
law. But there was great waste- 
first in digging, foi many of the 

pieces were too small for cutting, 
and again in the maimer of cutting 
the graphite, which was so crude 
that half the material was lost. S > 
a binding substance had to be in- 
vented 

Glue, gum, isinglass, and other 
substances were tried, but the 
graphite was only rendered hard 
and brittle and of uneven hardness. 
Its marks were faint and indistinct, 
and in those days if the point broke 
it was quite an undertaking to 
sharpen it again. First the wood 
had to be cut away and the graphite 
heated over a light to soften it, 
after which it was drawn to a point 
with the Bngera 

lu 1795, Oonte, the Fienchman, 
came on the idea of using pulveriz- 
ed graphite and binding clay. This 
discovery resulted in pencils of vary 
inu hardness, according to the 
amount of binding clay added, and 
each pencil was of exactly llie same 
hardness throughout its length 

Soon after i ins discovery the im- 
provement followed in mixing, roll 
lug, ami sharpening the graphite 

composition, which was cut into 
lengths, placed in a waim oven to 
harden, and finally incased in wood, 
as seen to day. 

It was not until I860 that so-call- 
ed lead-pencils were manufactured 
in the United States. Once started, 
however, the growth of the Industry 
was rapid, ami now it is estimated 
that there are more than four mil- 
lion dollars invested in it T< 
American lead pencils lid ail 

the world. 

Lead pencils were made in Ger- 
many in early times, and from that 
country came to America many 
fathers of the pencil industry In the 
United States, among them being 
E. Fatter, Reckeudorfer, and Baulz- 
heimer. The centre of the pencil 
industry in this country is it 
York City and its vicinity. The 
dailj output of lead-pencils from 
Amercicau faetoiies is estimated at 
more than five thousand gross.

When the Storm Threaten*. 



DANGER IS ALWAYS PRESENT, AND 
ALL TO BE DONE IS TO REDUCE 
IT TO A MINIMUM. 

No place above ground is com- 
pletely protected against lightning, 
aud the thunder-storm is always a 
freakish hitter, oftentimes putting 
its bolts in the most unexpected and 
improbable places. There are, how- 
ever, a few suggestions, the result of 
practical experience, which may pro- 
fitably be borne in mind. Be in- 
doors if possible during a thunder- 
storm, preferably in a large house 
rather than a shanty or a cow shed. 
Positions near doors and windows 
and in drafts should be avoided. A 
barn containing cows or horses is 
probably more dangerous than 
the open. Out-of-doors, hedges, 
streams, isolated trees, crowds of 
people, wire fences, pole lines carry- 
ing wires of any sort, herds of cows, 
or flocks of sheep, all seem to have 
a slight attraction for lightning and 
are better kept at a distance. Wet 
clothes, which have something of a 
reputation as lighting deflectors, pro- 
bably offer no protection of any 
value. 

So far as treatment of lighting 
stroke is concerned, there is nothing 
better than artificial respiration. 
The method is not of great impor- 
tance. Any series of movements 
tending alternately to expand and 
contract the lungs so as to simulate 
natural breathing will do. But 
speed in applying them is of the ut- 
most importance, as is also persever- 
ance. The artificial respiration 
should be commenced immediately 
and continued until cooling of the 
body shows that death has certainly 
won. Usually when lightning kills 
it does so at the first blow. If 
death is not instantaneous, recovery

From this article we clip the fol- 
lowing : 

There is no instance on record 
where a child born to two feeble- 
minded parents has been otherwise 
than feeble-minded. Given a few 
such marriages, and the result is a 
feeble-minded '' biotype." 

Such unfortunates have a ten- 
dency to flock together. In the 
woodlands of New Jersey there is a 
whole population of them, number- 
ing several hundreds. They are 
called " Pine Rats," and most of 
them are like little children mentally. 
Similar is the deaf-mute "bio 
type," which is being created in a 
deliberate and systematic way. 
Deaf- Mute children attend schools 
re exclusively for deaf-mutes ; 
they are segregated in institutions of 
their own ; in later life they have 
r own social organizations ; and 
dly that as a rule 
they marry one another. In the last 
ten years there were nearly 1,500 
«uch marriages. The offspring are 
in most cases born totally deaf.

Articlr II. — Membership. 

Section 1. The Branch shall be 
composed of gentlemen and ladies 
who are members of the National 
Association of the Deaf and who re- 
side within a radius of 25 miles of 

(city) 

Sec. 2. Any Deaf person within 
the above prescribed territory may 
become a member of the Branch by 
having his or her name presented by 
a qualified member and approved by 
a three- fourth vote of the members 
present at any regular business meet- 
ing. 

Sec. 3. Any person who takes 
any interest in the affair of the 
Branch may be chosen an honorary 
member by an unanimous vote of 
the members at any meeting. Such 
honorary members shall be entitled 
to all the privileges of the branch, 
except voting and holding office. 

Article. III. — Duties of Members. 

It shall be the duty of members 
to endeavor to secure the objects of 
the Branch, to preserve decorum 
during its meetings, and in every 
way possible to co-operate with the 
officers In enforcing the laws of the 
Branch. 

Article IV '.—Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of the 
Branch shall consist of a President, 
a Vice-President, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer, who shall be elected from 
among the members. These officers 
together shall constitute the Board 
of Directors. 

Sec. 2. The annual election of of- 
ficers shall take place at the first re- 
gular meeting in any mouth from 
the time of the Branch's organiza- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. Any vacancy in the Board 
of Directors, excepting that of the 
President, may be filled by the 
Board, such appointee to serve until 
the next quarterly meeting, when a 
successor shall be elected to serve for 
tbe unexpired term. In the event 
of a vacancy in the office of Presi- 
dent, the Vice-President shall suc- 
ceed. 

Sec. 4. No member shall hold 
more than one elective office at a 
time. 

Sec. 5 Immediately after their 
election the new officers shall be in- 
ducted. 



Article VI.— Conduct. 

Any member who shall be guilty 
of violating provisions of the Con 
stitution and By-Laws, of disorderly 
conduct in the quarters of the Branch, 
or who shall persevere in a course of 
conduct degrading in itself or cal 
culated to bring the Branch into 
odium, may be expelled or suspended 
by a two-third vote of the qualified 
members present at any meeting. 

Article VII. — Amendment. 

This constitution may be altered, 
amended or abrogated only at a 
regular or special meeting by a 
vote of two-thirds of the qualified 
members present ; provided that 
written notice of said alteration, shall 
have been given at a previous meet- 
ing. All amendments offered must 
be in writing.

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Article V. — Duties of Officer*. 

Section 1. The President shall 
preside at all meetings, enforce an 
observance of all the laws and rules, 
appoint all committees, call special 
meetings of the Branch, and perform 
all other duties usually pertaining to 
the office. He or she shall sign all 
orders for the payments of money as 
ordered by the Branch. In the 
absence of the President the Vice 
President shall take the chair. If 
this officer is absent also, the Secre- 
tary shall preside. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary shall keep 
a record of the proceedings of all the 
meetings of the Branch and of the 
Board of Directors and keep a full 
and correct list of officers and 
bers. He or she shall countersign 
all orders on the treasurer which 
have been signed by the President, 
such countersign signature being 
evidence that the Branch has appov- 
ed the order. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall keep 
a minute account of all moneys he 
or she receives, and give receipts for 
same, make itemized reports to the 
Branch at its regular meetings ; pay 
all orders signed by the President 
and Secretary, and keep an account 
thereof ; keep a register of the 
Branch, showing all accounts with 
members or other parties. His or 
her books shall be open to the inspec- 
tion of the Board Directors at all 
times. He or she shall turn over all 
money, books and papers in good 
order to his or her successor on leav- 
ing office. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Directors 

shall consider all and any matters 

that are referred to it by the Branch , 

and any and all complaints that are 

ght in written form to it by the 

s, and report either favor- 



Artice 1. — Meeting. 

Sec. 1. The meetings of the 
Branch shall be held quarterly— in 
September, December, March and 
June, unless otherwise ordered by 
the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings for the 
transaction of importaut business 
may be called by the President at his 
or her discretion or on request of 
three members. 

Sec, 3. Regular meetings date 
referred to the Board.

Article II. — Committees. 

Sec. 1. The first named gentle- 
man or lady of each committee shall 
be chairman and shall call his or her 
committee together at such time and 
place as he or she may see fit. 

See". 2. The chairman of each 
committee shall keep an account of 
the expenses that have been incurred 
by each member of the committee 
while serving in such capacity. 

Article III. — Resignations. 

Sec. r. All resignations from the 
Branch shall be handed to the Pre- 
sident in writing. 

Sec. 2. No member shall be allow- 
ed to resign unless such resignation 
be approved by a majority of the 
qualified voters present at any meet- 
ing, provided he or she is free of all 
debts to the Branch. 

Article IV. — Quorum. 

At all meetings of the branch one- 
third of the qualified members shall 
constitute a quorum for the tians- 
action of business, and all business 
transacted by them shall be legal and 
binding. 

Article V .—Additions. 

Alterations, or amendments may 
be made in these By-Laws in the 
same manner as provided for amend- 
ments to the constitution, provided 
nevertheless that in case of necessity 
any rule or by-law may be suspended 
or waived for the time by the con- 
sent of two-third of the qualified 
members present at any meeting at 
which such suspension is considered. 

In case of dissolution all money 
and other property belonging to the 
Branch shall be turned over to the 
Endowment Fund of the National 
Association of the Deaf.

The steady drone 
and clicking of the monotypes was 
quite amusing. Here and there 
were hand compositors busily 
engaged at their cases. Pine hook 

and display work is Invariably done 

by hand. In a separate apart 
ment we saw several pioof-ioaders 
at work on pi> ofs. An impression 
of a column is first made and then 
carefully examined for faults and 
errors. 

We Were then taken to the hind 
ing-rooni, where machines for all 
kinds of hook and magazine bind- 
ing wer ■• in operation. Among these 
were shown an automatic covering 

machine; sn electric stitching 

machine which stitches (10,000 books 

pei the average daj ; and a duplex 

Cut tins machine which tiims 100,- 
000 books a day. In one corner we 
saw a bindery machinist experi- 
menting with a sewing machine 
used in stitching thin advertising 
ami catalogue books 

Downstairs in the cylinder press 

room, we saw many Miehle presses, 
Several In action. The largest of 

these prints a 42 by 62 Inch sheet 
and its average output of same is 
1097 an bom (both sides) includ- 
ing all delays The Special and 

Web presses aie capable of print- 
ing 1(1,000 magazines per hour. 
Other presses run by their own direct 
driver, individual electric motors, 
which run about 7200 revolutions 
an hour. Over ea.-h press when 
not working is a strong canvas 

blanket, which prevents type or 

Anything from falling on the form. 

In another division were several 

job presses printing envelopes and 

miscellaneous ciioulars. The auto 

matte envelope presses print 0,000 

envelopes in two colors per hour. 

In the paper storage department 

there were all kinds of paper ; in 

the roll and in large flat, piles. 

Further there were many big bun- 
dles of baled (taper. We ware shown 
a haling device which smashes and 
packs the disordered paper into 
square bales. Having reached the 
ground floor again we were ready 
to depart, after due (hanks to 
Mr. Vail for his service in our 
behalf. We arrived at the Insti- 
tution in time for supper.
